This was but an average of about 0200 each. 
It to probable that the Maryland claimants 
did not present their cases in s proper way. 
Commissioners could not have rejected so 
many claims if they had been properly pre- 
sented. Parties will always find it best to 
employ competent attorneys to prepare and 
present their claims iu a legal and accept- 
able way to the commissioners 

If our people lose their claims by not 
having them properly presented, it will be 
their own foul! We will endeavor to pre- 
serve and place before the readers ot the 
Cockier all tta information accessible that 
may enable them to move nndcratandtngly 
in the effort to obtain what they are enti- 
tled in. The amount is small, at best, yet 
it will give material relief to many whose 
estates were before the war chiefly in ne- 
groes and who have thus lost tbclr all. The 
four or flve millions of dollars which should 
be disbursed iu Kentucky would materially 
assist the finau'-ss ot many of our people. 
At any rate we wish them belter success in 
the proaecut on of their claims than Mary- 
land seems to have met with.

Editors fouisville Courier:: 

The contest through which you have just 
passed in Kentucky so sue .ess fully allows 
to ns in the South that the mass of the peo- 
ple are in favor of a nnion of tbe States 
upon equal rights and representation, and 
Dot for tbe perpetuation of a party. Many 
of us have thought for some time past that 
wc were upon the eve of another civil war, 
but the very decided indorsement by your 
State of the President’s policy will most 
certainly weaken the Radical [tower. Had 
the people of the North one-tenth [tart ol 
the experience that we of the South have 
of the many horrors attendant on a civil 
war, they would not only be willing to give 
to all their rights, yea, submit to wrongs, 
rather than to submit to even a small por- 
tion of the mauy outrages that have been 
committed throughout tbe South. 

The cotton crop is the absorbing topic 
with ns. This county, in I860, shipped 
about 30,000 bales and bad a population of 
14,000 negroes. Now we have about 
6,000, aud the highest estimate placed upon 
the crop was 5,000 bales. This was the esti- 
mate about tbe 1st ot July. lor the Iasi 
four weeks we hare bad no rain, and for 
near two weeks the army worm has been at 
work. Sonic planters who had good pros- 
pects to make 150 to 200 bales now say they 
will lie satisfied if they make fifty to' sixty 
bales. 

A writer in the New York Tribune says 
he lias traveled through tbe whole South 
and e stum ales the crop at over 2,000(K;0 
bales. The highest estimate I have hgard 
made by intelligent and well posted men in 
New Orleans was 1,500,000 bales. This was 
before the army worm made its appearance, 
and the worm will certainly reduce the crop 
one-third. 

As a general thing planters w ill not be 
able to pay expenses; they will make no 
corn, and lor the next season they will hava 
neither money, corn, or meat. The future 
is really a gloomy prospect. As an evidence 
how the negroes work it is only necessary 
to refer to a previous remark iu the letter. 

| In 1860 14,000 negroes (men, women, and 
children) in thi* county made about 30,000 
bales. Now 6,000 (men, women, and child- 
ren) would have made about 5,000 bales. 
Thus nearly onc-haif the force produces 
only about one-sixth of the crop of former 
years. And they made a sufficiency of corn 
and meat for a third to half of the year; 
u->w no corn is made aud a plautcr cannot 
keep a hog. Tbe hogs belong to the negros, 
and if they do not they might as well for 
they kill them wherever they find them. 
Thus yon will see that onr prospects are 
gloomy enough, even if the Radicals would 
let ns alone. 

So far we have bad but few cases of 
cholera in this county, and it is decreasing 
in New Orleans. We are iu hopes it will 
not become epidemic.

Ibm. It. J. Raymond: 

Sir : A meeting ot tbe national union 
convention appointed in 1864 has been call- 
ed to meet at Philadelphia on Monday, 
Sept. 3, and I shall be present on that oc- 
casion, taking part in its deliberation and 
action. 

Yon have deemed it wise and proper to 
abandon tbe great Union Hepoblicun party 
ot the country and to connect your name 
and inflnence with a new organization, de- 
signed to destroy and defeat the cause with 
which I sympathize, and of which I 
am in some small degree a representative. 
Y onr public action has been such that 1 can 
acknowledge your right to nse the title 
nnder which the meeting bus been called. 
The natnre and character of the trust con- 
fided to you and to me, forbid that we 
should use them, except in accordance with 
the spirit in which they were conferred. So 
deep and wide spread is this feeling in tbe 
popular mind, that all who should respond 
to your cult would he considered as betray- 
ing the party they have ceased to represent.

The absorbing interest which has been 
awakened in the public mind by tbe an par 
alleled tragedy in Oshtemo on the night of 
tbe 12tb lost., still continues, aud this week 
we give additional details, which, however, 
relate more pnrticutoriv ter tbe woman's 
history and the manner in which she de- 
stroyed her henelf. 

After Mrs. Rickards had mnrdered her in- 
nocent children, one alter the other, in de- 
liberate succession, unshaken by tbe horrid 
spectacle and unaffected by tbeir dying ag- 
onies — with her hands dripping with tbeur 
blood, and carrying with her the reddening 
razor, she goes from the hall to a targe 
chest, which stands against the wall in the 
p * rlor « on the opposite side fiora the bed, 
raises ILe lid,— the prints of her fingers 
are stamped in blood— takes out a 
revolver and three cartridges, then 
goes to the table and lays them down 
by the lamp. It is not loaded, bat she 
was careful to be prepared for any emer- 
gency. any interference or intrusioii. Selt- 
destrnction she was bent upon, this is evi- 
dent, and determined not lo be thrawted. 
She now takes np a bottle of strychnine 
from the table, and there is every indlca- 
at ion that she took a portion ol its con- 
tents. For a moment or so -he seems to 
hesitate, for near tbe stand waa a pile of 
clothing upon a box, the whole covered by 
a white sheet, and there are heavy blood 
marks npon the sheet, showing she must 
have leaned her hand or arm there; perhaps 
she waited to feel tbe rflfects of the poison,
